Confeſſions of Sin, Petitions, Praiſes or 


Thankſgivings: let us not acquieſce in a 
bare Attention to what we ſay, but ſuper- 

add ſuch ſpiritual Graces, as the Nature 
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of our Addrefles requires; whether Faith, 
Reverence, Love, Truſt or Hope, Hu- 
mility, Sincerity, Conviction or Deſire. 
The fame Application of Duties may be 
obſerved, with reſpect to Chriſt, in the 
Cloſe of our Addteſſes, as our Mediator, 
Lord and Saviour. The ſubject matter 


of Confeſſions, needs not to be confined 


to the Sins of the Perſon eonfeſſing, but 
may comprehend the Sins of others ; ſuch 
as in Charity may be judged moſt com- 
mon to the. Age and Nation, in which 
we live. Agreeable hereto are-the Forms 
of Confeſſion in Nehemiah 1ſt. and Da- 


When our Addreſſes are private, and 
what we pray for, concerns only our- 
ſelves, if our Forms be in the ſingular 
Number, it is agreeable to the Forms u- 
fed} by Elijah, Hezekiah, our Saviour, 
and the Author of the Book of Wiſdom, 
1 Kings Chap. xix. Iſaiah, Chap. xxxvin.

The ſame Prayer may be confined to the 
Supplicant in one part, and be made ge- 
neral in another.

God, who notwithſtanding we are 
convinced, by Inſtances of Provi- 
dence ; by Threats in Revelation ; by our 
own Obſervation and Experience; that ſin 
is the forerunner of Evil; yet ſuch have 


been the Obſtinacy, Perverſeneſs and Folly 


of many, that by the Omiſſion of certain 
Duties, We have fallen ſhort of all the 


Happineſs, which the Obſervanee of thoſe 


Duties, would have procured us: And by 
the Commiſſion of fin, We have involved 
ourſelves, in all the Evils which Man can 
ſuffer; whether within, or from without; 
Me have run into ſuch lengths of Intempe- 
rance, Unrighteouſneſs and Ungodlineſs, 
as have rendered our Condition worſe than 
death; to deſcend to particulars, They 

| have weakened the powers of our Minds; 
drove us into diſtraction, and ſunk us into 
Melancholy; They have ſo far defaced the 
beauty of the Body, that they have ſcarcely 
_ to ſome, the form of a Man; They 
”_ have 
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have impaired our health and ſenſes, form- 
ed by Nature for many Years; They have 
reduced us to poverty, the meaneſt Stati- 
ons, contempt, and Infamy, and by theſe 
means, to all the Infelicities belonging 
thereto; They have brought upon us, 
(which are no inconſiderable ſhare of hu- 
man miſery) all the puniſhments, by which 
the Wiſeſt and Severeſt Governors, have 
thought fit to enforce their Laws. Our 
fins, as carrying in them unbelief, diftruſt, 
defiance, contempt, ingratitude and rebel- 
lion toward Thee, have provoked Thee to 
leave us defenceleſs, againſt the Devil, the 
World and the Fleſh ; which deſertion, 
through the ſins committed under it, muſt 
be attended with the deſpair of Heaven, 
and the fears of Hell, or at the beſt with 
the miſerable hopes, that death ſhall de- 
prive us, of all perception and happineſs, 
for ever. If from natural Effects, we pro- 
ceed to ſupernatural, It was Sin, which 
brought death upon Mankind; which cru- 
cified the Lord of Life; which laid Sodom 
and Gomorrah in aſhes, which ſent the 
Jews into Captivity; Which cauſed many 
a groan, for the fault of Parents; Which 
caſt the fallen Angels out of Heaven, and 
will plunge both them and Sinners into 
Hell, where we can expect no more Sacri- 
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fice for fin ; no further means of Reforma- 
tion, nor offers of Reconciliation ; no poſ- 
ſibility of concealing the depravity of our 
| Minds; no Avocations, to ſweeten the bit- 
ter remembrance of paſt Follies, nor any 
Objects of ſenſe, to cool the Appetites, 
contracted in Life. Grant I beſeech Thee, 
that the Confeſſions here made; the Com- 
plaints we have heard from Sinners; the 
Miſeries we have ſeen and felt, and the 
Threats we have read, as denounced and 
executed in Scripture, may all unite their 
different force, and Meeting under one 
Conſideration, may form ſuch Principles, 
and Diſpoſitions, as may effectually preſerve 
us, from Sin; or if fallen into it, may 
bring us to Repentance : When our Re- 
pentance is perfected, and we made truly 
ſenfible, of thy Wiſdom and Goodneſs, in 
what we have ſuffered ; be pleaſed to take 
off the weight of thy heavy hand, and to 
grant that we may add thanks to our praiſes 
for our correction, amendment and deliver- 
ances, Amen.

mutually employed, and the Comforts they afford us 


in time of 'I emptations and Afflictions, when we call 


him Maſter, Head, Shepherd and Biſhop of Souls, | 
theſe Relations fix on us thoſe of Servants, Members, 


Sheep, and Pariſhioners; in which if we are not 
wanting on our Parts, we need not doubt, but that he 


will rule us as his Servants, preſerve us as his Mem- 


bers, feed us as our Shepherd, and bleſs us as our Bi- 
ſhop, when we profeſs him to be our Prophet, Prieft 
aad King, the Duties required of us, will be to hear 
him as our Prophet, to confide in him as our Prieſt, 
and to obey him as our King. When we thick on 
him as God and Man united, we ſhould bclieve him 
to have all the Properties of each diſtin, and the 


Comforts ariſing from hence in Times of Temptation 


and Affliction, are all that can be ſuppoſed to alle 
from Faith, Courage, Reſignation, Reliance, Love 
and Hope, with every Virtue and Bleffing, which is 
fit for God to give, or to be requeſted by a moſt pow- 
erful, gracious, and ſympathizing Mediator, Inter-

We ſhall now confider the Love of Chriſt, evi- 
denced divers Ways, As by his Incarnation, by af- 
fe&ionate Symptoms, by his own Works, and his 
own Words. To begin with the former, bis Incar- 
nation; when the ſecond Perſon in the Trinity, pre- 
ſented himſelf perſonally te the World; He appeared 
not as God, becaute then he could not have died. for 
Sin, nor could we have ſeen him and lived, nor did he 
appear in the inferior Majeſty of a ſecular Prince, be- 
| p cauſe 
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.ciuſe the Cares, Riches, and Pleaſure of ſueh a State, 


would have been inconſiſtent with his more ſpiritual 
Employment. He therefore choſe to lay afide his di- 


vine Nature, to make himſelf of no Reputation, and 


take upon him the Form of a Servant, and to dwell 
+ amongſt us in low Life. By chis Humtliation and 
Condeſcenſion, he gave us a ſtronger Teſtimony of 
his Love, and was able to ſet us a more practicable 


- Example of Patience, than if he had appeared in tac 


- Brightneſs of his Father's Glory, or in the Splendor 
of earthly Royalty. It was no Merit of ours, but his 
. own Love, that moved him to propoſe to lapſed Man- 
kind the Ways of Wiſdom, Righteouſneſs, Sanctifi. 
cation, and Redemption: and that the Favour might 
be the greater, he rather choſe to bring the Covenant 


of Pardon, Peace, Grace and Happineſs himſelf, than 
led it by an inferior Hand. It was the ſame Princi- 


ple of a moſt amazing Love, which moved him to be- 
come Man, and in his Manhood to ſuffer Hunger, 
Thirſt, Pain, Wearineſs, long Watchings and Faſt- 
ings. It was not for his own Happineſs, 5 15 Father's, 
but chiefly for ours, that he was poor, friendleſs, vi- 
- lified, deſpiſed, forſaken, perſecuted, unjuſtly con- 
. demned and crucified. A greater Sign of Love than 


this hath no Man, that a Man lay down his Life for 


his Friend; but chat of his was greater than ever was 
before: He laid down his Life for his Ene- 
mies, that they might become his Friends; ſo that 
whether we cönſider his Love in the Benefits intend- 


dd to us, or in the e e for us, it muſt 
iin all Times of Affliction, 


| tion, be a great Conſolation and 
. Comfort to us, to think that we are in the Service of 


one, whoſe Commandments are not grievous, and 


that we live under his Protection, Promiſos, and Go- 
vernment, who loved us better than Life. A ſecond

Inſtance we have of his Love in the following ſymp- 
toms of his Affections for us: When calling to Mind 
the Judgments of God intended againft Jeruſalem, he 
js ſaid to weep over it. Luke 'xix. 41. How was 
he moved at the Infidelity of the Phariſees when on 
that Occafion he is faid to figh deeply in his Spirit! 
Mark vii. 12. We ſee his Compaſſion in his Tears 
for Lazarus, and Condolence with his afflicted 
Friends, John xi, When Oppreſſed and Afflicted e- 
ven for Sinners (no Man more) he opened not his 
Mouth, whoſe Silence employ'd his Willingneſs to 
_ ſuffer for us all the Indignities and Cruelties which 
he did; or that Malice, Power or Prejudice could in- 
fiat. A third Proof we have of his Lore in his 
own Works: It was one Part of his Employment, 
to inform the Ignorant, convince the Erroneous, and 
convert the Infidel, to fatisfy the Doubtful, remind. 
the Forgetful, and reprove the Hypocriſy, Pride, 
and Obſtinacy of the Scribes and Phariſecs, to 
ſtrengthen the weak in Faith, and the Reſolutions of 
the Wavering, to comfort the Deje&ed and Diſpirit- 
ed ; to parify the Hearts of the Unclean, and preach 
 Salyationtoall. It was another Part of his Employ- 
ment to go about doing good; and curing all that 
were brought unto him; whether Blind, Deaf, 
Dumb, Maimed, Lame, Deformed, phſſeſſed with 
Devils or Lunatick ; nor did he ſtop here, but ex- 
| tended his Power to the Cure of Fevers, Leprofics, 
Palſies, Dropſies, and even the raifing of the Dead.
